Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to Hirota, the end tip is not claimed as 
having a compression molding surface, the core has a compression molding surface. Furthermore, the claim does not limit the structure of 
the end tip, which is read as any tip of the end of the core, including the "step" as labelled by the applicant. In regards to Ikeuchi, Ikeuchi 
was used for teaching the use of an intermediate member, not for the shaped of compression surface. Furthermore, because the 
amended claims were not entered, the argument with respect to Ikeuchi and claim 5 is moot.
